(Revised January Ist, 1882.) 


In the following Statements and Tables 
the Ratos are given in cents, and are, for 
Letters per half owe, for Booka and 
Patterns, per two ounces. 


Nowspapers over four ounces in weight 
are charged as double, treble, &c., as tho 
case may be, but such papers or packets of 

apers may be sent at Kook Rate. Two 
Rowepapers must not be folded togethor as 
one, nor must anything whatever be inserted 
except bond fide Supplements. Printed 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate. Prices Cut- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books. 

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondonce, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &c. The charge on thom is the same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of

The limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
4 Ibs. Pattorns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed these 
dimensions: 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches.

Much trouble and disap- 
pointment are caused by persistent attempts 
to sond small valuable tritles through the 
Post. Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, ond similar presenta are-con- 
tinually being refuacd, the senders havin; 
often apent more in Postage than woul 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such ols of the 
value of Stamps obliterated before the 
nature of the contents was discovered. 


Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1, Small Parcels may be sent by Post 
at Book Rates botweon Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as well 
as to Jopan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Osylon and India. They must 
not oxceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than Slits. nor be smaller than 3 in. by 2 
in. Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
PARCEL, CONTAINING NO but any 

arcel may be opened by direction of the 
oatmaater General, In tho Case of Parcols 
for India « declaration of contents and 
value is required, a printed form for which 
is supplied gratis. The ‘Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be ed (aa handboxes, 
&c.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches; Indigo, Dyestuffs, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become-offensive or injurious in 
transit. 

3. Parcels are aa a general rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Pocket. To India they are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 


to Ceylon by P. & O. only, No respon- 


sibility is accepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registored, and then only to 
the amount of $10, 

4. Tho public ara cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel -Post to 
Europe, &., which does not exist. 


It is necossary that the following rules 
be strictly observed, : 

1, No Letter or Packet, whether to be 
registered or unregistered, can be received
